Cities Can't 
Outlaw Pinball 
Machines 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) -The Ar- 


kansas Supreme Court held today 
that a city cannot outlaw pinball 
machines as long as they arc legal 
under state law. 


The ruling came in a case ap- 


pealed from Clay Chancery Court 
by the City of Piggott which en- 
acted an ordinance outlawing such 
machines. 


Mrs. Dcna Eblen, owner of the 


Paragould Music Co., attacked the 
ordinance in court and it was de- 
clared invalid by the chancellor. 
The Supreme Court affirmed the 
lower court decision. 


The City of Piggott contended in 


its appeal that it had a right to 
declare pinball machines a public 
nuisance and to ban them from the 
city. 


The Supreme 
Court c i t e d 


numerous cases in which it has 
held that a city cannot enact an 
ordinance which conflicts with 
state law and it said state law 
clearly makes pinball machines 
legal by establishing a license fee 
on them. 


The Supreme Court countered 


Piggott's argument 
t h a t the 


machines should bc considered a 
nuisance because minors are per- 
mitted to play them by saying 
lhat the city should have envoked 
a statute which makes it illegal 
for persons under 8 to use the 
machines.- 


"Declaring pinball machines to 


be illegal is a subject which 
addresses itself to the wisdom of 
the legislature," Justice Frank 
Holt wrote in the unanimous 
opinion. "It is not the function or 
within the power of this court to 
invade the constitutional authority 
of the legislature, a coordinanto 
branch of our government." 


The Supreme Court decision 


cleared the way for the legislature 
to take some kind of action on 
the matter, possibly at a special 
session if one is called later this

Israel's 
Security 
Chief Quits

JERUSALEM, 
Israeli 
Sector 


(AP)—Israel's long-time security 
chief has quit, apparently in a 
dispute with Premier David Ben- 
Gurion over what to do about Ger- 
man rocket scientists working for 
the United Arab Republic. 


Informed sources said Ben-Gu- 


rion objected to attempts to dic- 
tate foreign policy by the cloak 
and dagger boss whose name still 
is concealed by rigid security: pre- 
cautions. 


The premier also reportedly op- 


posed direct action tactics against 
the German scientists along the 
lines of the kidnaping of Adolf 
Eichmann from 
Argentina. The 


security chief engineered that, and 
it had international repercussions. 


Two alleged Israeli agents were 


arrested in Switzerland last month 
and accused of conspiring to kid- 
nap a German missile scientist 
employed by the U.A.R. 


The independent Jerusalem Post 


said Ben-Gurion did not agree 
with attacks in the Israeli press 
on the West German government 
for not preventing the employment 
of its nationals in U.A.R. arms 
plants. The premier held the se- 
curity chief responsible for the 
press campaign, the Post said.

unusually good for manufacturing 
well tile reptic tanks and related 
products. 


The Highway Department con- 


tends it's worth no more than 
$5,000. 


A Saline Circuit Court last 


month awarded Stanley $35000 for 
the 18,6 acres of land which was 
condemned by the Highway De- 
partment for the new Interstate 
Highway 40. 


This was the second time the 


case had been tried. Another Sa- 
line jury had awarded Stanley 
$150,000 The Highway Department 
appealed and the Suprem cCoun 
remanded the case back to Hie 
lower court because of a lack ot 
evidence.
